THE MAYOIfS MESSAGE. 

The Mayor in lii.s iiiesauge Bpcaka in 
gluwing toruis v( the progress of Victoria 
and of the advantages it enjoys. It would, 
perhaps, be instructive to enquire what 
proportion of the city's .-ulvaiiiioiiiunt lias 
been due to tho intlueiico and exeniuiis 
of tho ccrpuratiuu, and liuw mucli its 
members, aa a body, have dune towards 
making tlio most cif iLs uatunil advan- 
tages. 'J'lic iiiHyiir and Liie city cnuucil 
have it in thfir pnwur lu ilu a very groat 
deal for tlio oily. It' tlioy are iiitolligcnt 
and public-spirited, and it Liiey pussuss tlie 
coatidence of the ratepayers, tliey can 
make Victoria the nmat beautiful, tliu 
most healthy and the must comfm-table 
city to live in that thoro is in the Domin- 
ion. It doubtless can, by an iiitulligent ap- 
plication of monej' anil labor, bo made all 
this. It has great c.ipaliilit ies. On the 
other haiul, it can, it' it.a city government 
is ignorant, tiiu ntorpvisiiig and neglectful, 
bo siiflcrcd to licconie a dirty, uuhualtliy, 
coinfortlcaa place. I gl}' it can iievei' bo. 
Jt is oiicoiiragiijg to .see that, the mayor 
knows what are tho most proasing needs 
of the city, and it is greatly to be hoped 
that ho will use his iiitlueuce to eil'ect the 
improvements ho has pointed out. 



We are voi-y much pleased to see that 
that tho mayor considers the public 
health "a subject for first consideration." 
It is a subject of the very greatest ini- 
Ijortance to eveiy man, woman and child 
living within the city's bounds. It does 
not appear that tlio cot jjoration liaa 
hitherto paid as much attention to the 
means — many of them \i:rv obvious — of 
preserving the health of the citizens as 
the mayor's eatiniate of its importance 
would indicate. Victoria is very far from 
being a clean town, and cleanliness, in a 
municipal sense, is the very first essential 
of health jjrcservation. Very much of 
the filth which pollutes the air of the city 
and breeds disease, can be easily removed. 
Tho Health Committee of the Hiurd of 
Aldermen .siiouhi insi.st upon its imme- 
diate reiiiov.il. It .'should never have been 
allowed to arcumiilate. If this .surface 
filth were removed couipleti'ly and regu- 
larly, the iiealth of the inh'ibitantK would 
be greatly imprcned and the city W(juld 
be a much pleas'intor pltice of residence 
than it is. This is a reform which the 
council can begin at once. It requires no 
great outlay of money. All that is 
needed on the part of the city authorities 
is constant watchfulness and a wholesome 
strictness in carrying out. necessary rogu- 
hitions. lloii.seli(ddera, without regard 
to tli'i locality in winch thi^y live, or the 
position winch they occupy, should bo 
forced to leiiiovc all diicayirig and noi- 
some iiiutler from tlii^ir pi'emiaos. Tho 
corporation has it in its power tlnn'oughly 
to cleanse I he surlace of t he town and 
to keep it clean ; and as the mayor seeB 
that the preservation of the iiealth of tho 
citizens is a mutter of first consideration, 
this will now of course be done. 
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His Worship sees that more than sur- 
face cleansing is ru(|uirod. The city 
needs, to use his words, "a proper tind 
effective system of sewer.'ige. " Here 
again ho is right. I'eople living on ii 
danij), liltli-soaUeil soil, caniKJt lie healthy. 
The foinoval of all iinpu. il ies is necessary 
in any city, Imt in N'lctorin, ;is coiii])ared 
with the other cities of Caiiaila, it is pe- 
culiarly so. For four or five montliH of 
the year in eastern cities the frost stops, 
or nearly stops, decompo.sition; here it is 
going on all tho year round. The exhal- 
ations from the uncovered soil are, in 
Victoria, nearly as injurious to health in 
the winter as in the summer. When this 
is considered, the necessity of having the 
city well drained will appear in a very 
strong light. 

There appears tobesomelittledid'oi ence 
of opinion as to what is a proper und 
effective system of sewerage. This is a 
matter for science to decide. There are 
acme subjects on wliich tho ordinary citi 
zen cannot form an intolligoht opinion. 
■Whoiiho is ill ho puts InmHclf in the 
hands of his physician, l ie is foolish to 
employ an unsldlfnl pi ai'l il ioiier, but 
when ho does call in a doctor, bo inust bo 
guided by his advicu. lie knowH nothing 
about tlio science of medicine, and next 
to nothing about the working of 
the wonderful moohaniiin of hit, 
own frame. So it ia his duty to im- 
plicitly follow tbo| diceotiuna uf the doc 
tor. He cati bftire no bianion on'fclib nmt- 



(■.nr of bin ailment, for tho siniplu roaaoii 
that hu does not poasosa aa^oi^nt know- 
lodge to enable bim t0'^''Lorm- an opinion. 
If ha thinka himself wiser tbaiu Ii|s physi- 
cian, an dignorantly und recklessly trios ex- 
periments on himself, he is regarded as a 
presumptuous fool; und when ho takes 
it upon himself to advise others us to their 
diseases, he is properly pronounood a 
quack. Tho man who goes to law is in 
tho same position. Ho employs a lawyer 
bocauso ho dues not pusaess sulliciunt 
knowledge to conduct; his ^ case himself. 
Ho must, whether .he likes it or not, placo 
himself comp^tely in the hands of his 
lawyer. If he undertakes to meddle, the 
chances are thiit he make.s a moss of it. 
The old sjiying, "tho mua who is his own 
lawyer, has a fool for a client," is tho ox- 
[iresaion of tho conimoii sonsa and the ox- 
]ioriencu of mankind. This nmttor of 
cliooaiiig tliu best system of soworago is 
similar to those wo have ineationed. It 
is one for professional men to decido. 
Amateur engineering like amateur doctor- 
ing is not to be depended upon, and the 
layman who holds forth on the advantages 
of the various systems of sewerage is 
about as deserving of a respectful hear- 
ing as tho layman who oracularly tells a 
gaping crowd how a law suit should be 
conducted. "Common sense" is a very good 
thing but common sense will no more help 
a man to decide which is the best systuni 
of soworago than it will enable him to 
navigate a ship across tho Atlantic. 
When then the mayor tells the 
ratepayers " to consider whether or not 
it would be possible to lift by a few feet, 
so to speak, that combined plan out of the 
ground to save excavation," ho aaka tlieni 
to perpetrate an utter absurdity. Any 
changes that were made in the plans already 
rtubmitted, if a change is deemeil necos- 
siiry, should bo luailu on the advice of 
skilled men and tho ultiiimte decision 
should Ijo left in the hands of the be.nt 
luthority on sewerago engineering to bo 
found. The plans already in possession 
of the corporation were drawn up >Yitb 
much care by men who were, on the 
strictest enquiry, found to be competent 
They examined the ground carefully and 
found out what aro tho climatic and other 
conditions bearing iijioii tho work. They 
considered the advantages of tho ditleront 
systems, and they aelecteil tho one which 
1 hey —after tho most careful consideration 
— believed to bo best siiileil to tlio city, and 
eliangef. in tlioao ])laii.s should not bo rash- 
ly made. It would bo worse than foolish 
for tho citizens to listen to the crude sug- 
gestions of ill-informed amateur engineers. 
Let the very best advice be obtained, and 
lot the citizens be guiSed by that advice. 
We have men in the city who would, 
without a moment's hesitation, take com- 
innnd of the Pacific Squadron, but if there 
is to be trouble with (iermauythe Im- 
perial (iovernmcnt will hardly send one 
of them to Samoa. This sewerage iiucs- 
tion is ono of very great iiiipcutance, and 
it behoves tho Coi [ioiation to take action 
upon it prudently and judiciously. 



rnH PKOPLl'^tf POET. 

'i'ostorday was the anniversary of the 
birth of R(djert Burns. It is dillicult to 
boliovo that it is om; hundred and thirty 
years sir.ce .Scotl.iiid's great poet was 
born. 'J'hose who have read his works 
liiid it bard to realize that tlioy did not 
know tho man. His poetry is 
so natural, so fresh, so applicable to 
every circumstance of the life we live 
to-day, that one is apt to forget that he 
lived and wrote a hundred years ago. He 
had a big and tender heart had Itobert 
IJurns. He was a man every inch of him. 
He loved his kind and showed it in al- 
most every verse he wrote, and therefore 
it is no wonder that inaiiy Kriglishmen, 
Irislinien and Americans, as well as 
Scotcliiiien, think tenderly of poor Burns, 
n... u-us .u!,i,!._.nt.ly th.' pe.iide'H j.MMt. He 
.syiii)iatliized with his class in their joys 
and their sorrows. The subjects of his 
sweetest poems were those that interest 
them most uluaely, and his language was 
such as all could understand and appre- 
ciate. He hated wrong and he felt and 
expressed utter contempt for hypocrisy 
and pretense. His love of imturo luid no 
aflfectation about it. it was not 
ex[)ressed in high llowii phrases 
and labored periods, liut in delicate 
touches and apt allusi(jnH it permeates 
eveiything he wrote. He felt for every 
living tiling, even the dumb animals with 
which he caiiio in contact hiul a share of 
his sympathies. Whatever bis mood may 
iiavo been, sorrowful or joyous, he was in 
touch with the people. Even his failings 
were those that are — or perhaps it would 
be more correct to say wore — looked upon 
with indulgence by his countrymen. In 
his day it was not considered a very grie 
vouH sin to take a drop too much, and to 
be too fond of tho lasso.i was said to he 
"manj" a good man's fault." Burns' drink- 
ing scuigs and liis love songs were iKJt by 
any means the least po]juhir of the pro- 
diictioiiH of his Miiise. We know of no 
poet who sang so e.vcluHively for the peo- 
[ile as Robert Burns. ll is therefore not 
surprising that the people cherish his 
momory and feel for him something that 
is more like personal affection than admir- 
al ion. But Burns, though intensely pat- 
l iotic, is not provincial. Like all great 
[loots he is for the whole world and for all 
generations. His poetry is as keenly aji- 
preciated and as niu(;li ailmireil in the 
backwoods of .America by the iiii.xed races 
who have nmile the; new world their home 
as it is on .Scollaiid's banks and braes by 
tho Ayrshiro I'lougliman's own country- 
men. 



'I UK J'JNdLJSIf LlIiKL LAW. 

Tho law of libel has boon in (ireat Brit- 
ain at last placed on a reasonable footing. 
Until now a nowsiiaper publisher there 
could never fool safe. Tho most faithful 
report of a meeting or tho most innocent- 
looking paragraph might bo made tho 
ground of an annoying and expensive ac- 
tion at law. But tho measures passed at 
iliu last session of Parliament protects 
newspaper publishers agiiinat vexatious 
'uid unjust [irosecutioiiM. The new law 
ju-ovides that a fair and accurate report of 
a luiblic meeting shall bo privileged, what 
constitutes a public mooting being de- 
linod. A resorvation is miidu that the 
privilot'o Mliall not cover myiliiu^i 



that is indecent or blasphcivious. Reports 
furniahedfbjrjigoTenimeub.pffioiala for jpub- 
licatibhiare ialBo privileged, ' A'raaaoifable 
letter or statomenfe, correcting or explain- 
in s; anypagsage in a report that may have 
been inaccurate, aecuros immunity from 
legal proceedings. A number of different 
actions cannot be entered against a pub- 
lisliorby diirorent persons for tho sanio li- 
bel. All who fool theiiisolvos aggrieved 
must bo parties to tho same action. No 
criminal prosecution can bo commenced 
nguinst a newspaper without the order of 
a judge in chambers being first obtained 
and uotioe of the application -be . sent to 
the person ' acotjaed; . These ohangea in 
the layr, .yhiie they .protect individuals 
from the attacks of. unaorupulous journal- 
ists, provent the publishers from being 
the victims of malicious and frivolous [iro- 
socutions. Tlioro is now no fear that re- 
ports published in good faith and as news 
can bo treated by persons whoso folly or 
evil deeds liavo boon exposed, as liliollous. 
Tho newspaper publishers, it ia said, are 
satisfied with the law as it now stands. 
The law of libel in this iiruvince noods 
amendment. The legislature would do 
well to follow the good example set by tho 
law-makers of Ontario, and givo tho pro- 
vince a law that would be just both to the 
publishers of newspapers und to the gen- 
eral public.
